Undoubitedly there are in- 
terestts which would shut off the 
investigation of the Stevens 
committee if they could, but it 
has gone too far for that,” said 
Warren K, Qook, president of 
the National Fair Trade Council 
At a meeting of merchants last 
week, 

There was no playing of politics 
in the investigation, Mr. Cook de- 
clared, Members realized that this 
was one of the most important de- 
velopments in the hi tory of Canada, 
and had possibilities for changing 
the whole strueture of commerce 
end businesin life. Outcome of tthe 
probe, he believed, would. stagger 
the imagination of even those - who 
knew most about it at present. 

Undoubtedly the method of distrib- 
ution developed in the past 20 years 
had. been resiponsible for the altroc- 
ious” condition revealed by the in- 
vestigation, Manufacturers had made 
the grealtest mistake of their car- 
eers in giving special concessions to 
large buyers. Out of thisi practice 
the chain store and the departmental 
store had grown, and these were 
wiping out the smiall merchant. In 
consequence, both the manufacturer 
and the wholesaler suffered, he con- 
tinued. l. 

Claims made by certain economists 
that the modern chain and depart- 
mental stores were the result of ec- 
onomic trend and represented cheap- 
er distributions were false, Mi. Cook 
declared. On the contrary, they 
were ‘top-heavy and unwieldy, and

and for the ranchers of the south 


uver the feed lots of this territory 
were extended by Hon. F. S. Gris- 
dale, minister of agriculture, here 
Wednesday, June 6. It was the in- 
itial public appearance of the new 
minister, and the occasion was the 
third annual Feeders’ day of the 
Central Alberta Feeders’ aswociation. 

This organization last fall brought 
8,000 head of range lambs and 2,000 
head of yoeng ranch cattle from the 
south of the province to finish for 
the British market where fodder and 
grains are plentiful, Two carloads 
shipped out Tuesday contained year- 
ling cattle weighing 1100 pounds and 
showed an average gain of 400 
pounds since they arrived as calves 
off the range last fall. 

The lange crowd included feeders 
from Olds, Red Deer, Markerville, 
Blackfalds, Lacombe, Bentley, Chig 
well, Clive, Tees, Joffre and Bashaw, 
Several prominent speakers discussed 
‘livestock problems when the gather- 
ing met at the dominion experiment- 
al farm. ‘Trips of inspection were 
made to the Leslie Pierce farm and 
the Gilmour yards. 

Charles Abbotit was re-elected 
president when the annual meeting 
was held. Others elected were: vice- 
president, R. A. Van Slyke, Red 
Deer; secretary, George DeLong; 
treasurer, Stafford Boyd; executive, 
W. A. Meldrum, Clive; L. Pierce, 
John Henderson, Percy Switzer, all of 
Lacombe; George Fagan, Olds; R. 
McLaren, Tees; James Jarvis, Red 
Deer; Elmer Lesker, Chigwell; Al- 
fred Haaretad, Bentley; and Mike 
Madden, Blackfalds. 

Farmers were welcomed by F. H. 
Reed, superintendent of the experi- 
mental farm, and Mr. DeLong in- 
troduced the speakers. Hon. Mr. 
Grisdale said his department would 
aid both rancher and farmer in ef- 
forts to build the industry. 

In the finishing of ranch cattle in 
Alberta, the association was mak- 
ing am important contribution to « 
provincial industry, said J. P. Sack- 
ville, professor of animal husbandry, 
University of Alberta, 

“The old country market is worth 
millions but competition is keem,” 
he said. “Canada needs a national 
policy for marketing cattle, similar 
to those for hogs and lambs. A na- 
tional type of steer, in weight, qua- 
lity and fimish was necessary be- 
fore a market could be captured.’ 

Sam Henderson, supervisor, who 
has had the duty of advising on 
feeding probleme and the task of 
selecting shipmente when finished, 
declared, “We must have comething 
worth selling before we can win a 
market.” He urged the government 


liad been proved a more costly aye- 
tem. 

“Their efficiency has simply con 
sisted in driving the wages of their 
employes down and down,” he char- 
ged. The consumer ultimately paid 
the pri¢e. for ‘ ‘profiteering price 
cutters.” Masiy buying and concen- 
trated capital had destroyed purch- 
asing power, he charged. Digtrib- 
wtion by wholesalers and independ- 
ent merchants was the sound meth- 
od. For that reason, the Fair Trade 
Council was out to re-establish the 
independent merchant. 

Asked about the efficiency of the 
minimum wage laws, Mir. Cook re- 
plied that they were avoided by pay- 
ing the minimum wage, but employ- 
ing workers only part-time during 
the busier hours of the day. The 
result was that wages, nominally at 
the legal rate, were actually about 
half of the rate. ‘I tell you condi- 
tions of slavery éxisted in some eaat- 
ernern plants that had everything 
but the whip,” said the speaker. 

A slashing attack on so-called 
“bangains” was made by the speak- 
er. “They are made by paying un- 
thinkably low wages, he said. “Ef 
the consumers of Canada knew whist 
agony and human suffering went in- 
to the manufacture of this tainted 
merchandise they would turn from 
the so-called “bangain counters’ in 
disgust,” he declared. 

Until industry was so orgianized 
that it could pay a living wage there 
would be no prosperity for Canada,” 
he concluded. ;

British Firms Supply Arms 


Official Return Gives Details Of 
Armaments Shipped to Foreign 
Nations 

Paraguay and Bolivia, at war over 
the Gran Chaco, have received rifle 
cartridges and machine guns from 
British armament firms since_ last 
Movember, an official return showed. 

Partially answering the clamor- 
ing of..opposition members of the 
House of Commons as, to what 
armaments Britain has supplied to 
various foreign nations, the state- 
ment showed that 5,000,000 rifle cart- 
ridges had been shipped to Paraguay 
in November. Bolivia took 100 ma- 
chine guns and some other equip- 
ment. 

Peru, disputing the Leticia area 
with Colombia, took 1,200 three-inch 
shelis and a small amount of other 
equipment, but no arms were shipped 
to Colombia. : 

The opposition hotly demanded in- 
formation also about shipments to 
Germany, China, Japan and other 
nations, but had to rest content with 
assurance that all the information 
would be forthcoming later. The 
parliamentary storm arose over the 
League of Nations report which said 
Paraguay and Bolivia would be un- 
able-to' keep up the fight without 
arms imports from other nations, 

The official return dealt only with 
the South American nations, and 
added that a license had been issued 
for export. of 2,000,000 rifle cart- 
ridges to the government of the Hed- 
jaz, which has just finished a suc- 
cessful battle with the forces of the 
Imam of Yemen. Information about 
exports of. nickel and nitrates to 
Germany, scrap iron and tungsten 
steel to Japan, and armaments to 
China, was promised later. 


A Mechanical Trowel 


Machine For Laying Bricks Being 
Tested In England 

A machine that, if it fulfils the ex- 
pectations of its invetnors, will revo- 
lutionize the age-old craft of laying 
bricks, is being tested during the 
building of houses at Paignton, Eng- 
land. The machine is a mechanical 
trowel. It comprises a mortar con- 
tainer less than a foot wide and deep 
and only eighteen inches long. At 
the side is a handle, and when the 
bricklayer turns it the machine 
moves along the wall and leaves be- 
hind a trail of mortar ready to re- 
ceive the next layer of bricks. The 
inventors claim that it will more 
than treble the number of bricks a 
man can lay—from 800 to’ 2,500 


mortar horizontally only; it does not 
apply it to the ends and sides of the 
bricks.

Figures Show Improvement 
Average Value “Of Canadiahi Farm 
Stock Has Increased 
The average value of. farm land 
in Canada in 1938, including both 
improved and unimproved land as 
well as dwelling houses, barns, 
stables and other farm buildings, is 
placed at $24 per acre in an estimate 
recently issued by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. This shows no change 
since 19382. Average farm land 


values range from $63 per acre in| 


British Columbia to $16 per acre in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 


‘berta. 


Average values placed on farm 
livestock are: Horses, $52; milch 
cows, $81; other cattle, $17; sheep, 
$4;, swine, $8.89. The changes from 
1982 values are slight except in the 
case of swine, which have almost 
doubled, having increased from $4.73 
to $8.89. In the same period the 
average value of wool increased from 
five to ten cents a pound. Total 
value of all farm livestock in 1933 
amounted to $403,135,000, an increase 
of about $27,500,000 over 1932, The 
value of farm poultry is placed at 
$33,456,000, a slight falling-off from 
the value in the previous year. 

Average wages of farm hands dur- 
ing the summer season were $17 per 
month for men and $10 per month 
for women, board and lodgings, in 
both cases, being furnished by the 
employer. Counting in the value of 
board the average wages for men 
were $32 per month and for women 
$22 per month. 


May Have Dual Vision 


Scientist Thinks Coon Adjusts Eyes 
‘For Day And ‘Night 

Raccoons that have feached the 
laboratories of the University of 
Colorado psychology department 
without meeting the usual fate of 
their kind on college campuses have 
convinced Dr. Lawrence W. Cole, 
head of the department, that they 
have a dual vision, one for daylight 
and the other for twilight. 

Dr. Cole announced that, alter two 
years of intensive experimenting 
with the furry little animals, he had 
found that they could tell red from 
gray, but could not distinguish be- 
tween two shades of gray.

Many millions of years ago, accord- 
ing to geologists, the sea flowed over 
most of what is now Pennsylvania 
and New York. A great embayment 
of the ocean was shut in by an up- 
lift of the land and the water be- 
came supersaturated with salt, origin- 
ally derived from rocks and carried 
into the embayment by rivers. Thus 
it came about that salt was deposit- 
ed on the bottom, forming vast ac- 
cumulations. Eventually the water 
dried up, leaving the beds of salt at 
great depths. Such beds of salt, in 
places hundreds of feet thick, ex- 
tend in continuous sheets beneath 
thousands of square miles in New 
York and Pennsylvania. 

One of the greatest salt beds in the 
world, averaging 250 feet in thick- 
ness and underlying an area of 100,-

Engineers Use Mirage 


To Measure Distances 


Phenomena Of Nature 
Makes Calculation Very Accurate 
Remarkable photographs of mir- 

ages, believed to be the first of their 

kind ever made, bave been obtained 
by a photographer at  Debreezen, 

Hungary. The views may prove of 

considerable scientific ‘value in 

studying one of the strangest of Na- 
ture’s phenomena. Few places in the 
world are better suited to the ob- 
servation of mirages than this Hun- 
garian lowland, an almost level 
plain rimmed by higher land. _ 
Strange apparitions appear above 
the horizon as the sun _ breaks 
through a morning mist. Greatly 
magnified, church steeples and houses 
of far-away villages appear in the 
sky above the horizon. Even distant 
carriages and railroad trains, nor- 
mally invisible, come into view as 
fantastic spectres. Sometimes the

The explanation of these strange 
images is to be found in the fact 
that layers of hot and cold air, hav- 
ing different refracting or light- 
bending powers, may deflect rays of 
light reaching an observer from a 
distant object and give a false im- 
pression of its distance and size. 

In some cases the air layers act like 
a telescope lens and enlarge as well 
as elevate distant objects. In parts 
of Central Australia, where the land- 
scape is bare and wide, illusions of 
trees and islands can be seen. 

Engineers of the Canadian govern- 
ment have used the mirage in meas- 
uring distances across large bodies 
|of water. This new system of meas- 
urement is based on the fact that re- 
fraction over water is always greater 
at night and distances over water 
which are invisible in the daylight 
can be seen at night by the use of 
lights on the distant shore. 

In the Georgian Bay district of 
Ontario, some stations built by meas- 
urement purposes cannot be seen 
from other stations during the day, 
but at night strong electric lights 
make the stations visible. After 
‘four o'clock in the afternoon the 
|mirage makes possible better sight 
of the distant station, and at night 
this becomes still better. Armed with 
figures on the refraction of light, 
the engineers are able to calculate 
the distances accurately.

sau says, “While studying the black 
spot I-noted a large white spot on 
the south equatorial belt, My as- 
sistant, Sidney McCuskey, confirmed 
what I saw. We calculated it to be 
2,000 miles wide and 20,000 miles 
long, a storm of uncommon size. 
There is no explanation to be ad- 
vanced for the disturbance in the 
upper parts of the atmosphere, al- 
though it probably is related to the 
black spot phenomenon.” 
“Other storms on Jupiter have at- 
tained an estimated velocity of 200 
miles an hour, but no calculations 
have been made as yet on the pres- 
ent one, As soon as he made his dis- 
covery, Dr. Nassau reported his find- 
ings’ to Harvard University observ- 
atory, which is the clearing house for 
scientific information. Astronomers 
throughout the world are notified so 
that they may train their telescopes 
on phenomena in which they are 
especially interested. 

Astronomers at Harvard have de- 
clared that the present storm was 
the greatest they ever have seen, 
rivalling in interest the large red 
spot. which was located on Jupiter in 
1878. . 

Nightly, since his discovery, Dr. 
Nassau has trained his giant tele- 
scope upon Jupiter, where seasons 
as they are known on the earth do 
not exist and according to the pres- 
ent theory a solid coating of ice cov- 
ers the planet, with a temperature of 
approximately 300 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit. Instead of diminsh- 
ing in activity, the storm area has 
been increasing with evidence of tre- 
mendous activity in the surrounding 
region.
